1>ETVVEEN those who would deliberately 
^ underniitie the public school system to 
desti'oy it, tind those who would use it for 
their own advantage and profit, the cause 
of education in the United States is going 
to retiuire the serious attention and support 
of its friends during the ne.xt few years. 

To prepare students not merely to earn 
a living but to live worth-while lives, to be 
good citizens in a sound democracy, is a 
tremendous responsibility for the schools. 
They must be supported and protected in it. 

Criticism of school policies and methods 
is necessary and valuable, provided it can 
meet the test of sincere interest. Friends 
of education should always be alert to com¬ 
bat the criticism which is superficial and 
destructive. 

Last week 12,000 public school admin¬ 
istrators of public school systems met in 
Cleveland to consider school problems. Dr. 
John A. Sexson of our own high school dis¬ 
trict was among them. Better financing of 
schools, better articulation of units of edu¬ 
cation, better selection and training of 
teachers, and especially, character training, 
were some of the objectives kept foremost 
in the discussions. The purpose and method 
of the conference tend to lend confidence to 
those who have the interest of popular edu¬ 
cation at heart.

“UNAVOIDABLE” 

fJ^HE tragic death of Ted Wade on Sunday 
cast a pall of gloom over the entire 
community. The thought of a life cut off 
in the flower of health and early manhood 
was distressing even to strangers outside 
the circles in which he was popular. Again 
the age-old question, “Why?” was asked. 

In considering the case, the'coroner’s jury 
did not venture to place responsibility. As 
in many other cases, the term “unavoidable” 
leaves much leeway. It is no criticism of 
tlie present jury to say that the tei-m is 
rather overworked in reference to fatal acci¬ 
dents. It has become almost a habit in dis¬ 
posing of traffic deaths. 

Current opinion, more substantial than 
ordinary street gossip, refuses to accept the 
view that the accident was “unavoidable.” 
To definitely place responsibility may be 
difficult. It is not the puiTxrse here. How¬ 
ever, there is a widespread feeling that 
wiring conditions in Sierra Madre are not 
what they should be. In the light of this 
tragedy the need for careful checking up 
cannot be denied. If unsafe conditions exist, 
they should be remedied. Public officials 
and public service corporations have a joint 
responsibility. They will contribute greatly 
to public confidence by taking active steps 
and reporting to the public when they have 
actually done whatever needs to be done to 
insure against any further “unavoidable” 
fatalities.

CRIMINAL JUDGES 

(Hemet News) 

OAVS Newton D. Baker, a leading Amer- 
^ ican lawyer; “Probably the greatest dif¬ 
ficulty about the whole problem of crime 
has been our unwillingness to give our 
judges real power in criminal trials. We 
make them arliitrators of sparring matches 
between lawyers, instead of real lepresent- 
atives of the dignities and rights of the 
state.” 

This is not so in England. There the trial 
judge really conducts the case, and when 
the lawyers scrap over the rules of evidence 
or interfere unduly wuth the full and clear 
presentation of testimony, the judge 
brushes them aside and questions the wit¬ 
nesses himself. 

Our criminal trials are lawyers’ battles 
over legal technicalities and procedure. 
British criminal trials are efforts to discover 


the truth, and if the hired legal representa¬ 
tives of the defendants do not help in that 
process, they are at least restrained from 
interfering with it. 

No doubt this has much to do with the 
fact that there is less crime and more re¬ 
gard for law in England than in present 
day America.

MILES OF CARS 

TF all the automobiles registered from 
Southern* California were run out on the 
state highways pf the eleven southern coun¬ 
ties. and lined up end to end, there would 
I be j list ;m inch of space between cars, ac¬ 
cording to the 1928 I’egistration gui'es. Prob¬ 
ably by this time the increa.se of cars would 
take up the surplus and make the line solid. 

The total state highway mileage in the 
southern counties is 2466. In li)28 there 
WTre 1,077,482 cars registered from that 
district. .Assuming twelve feet as the av¬ 
erage length, the total length of the vehicles 
would bo 2149 miles, only 17 less than the 
state highway mileage. 

.Addition of county and municipal high¬ 
ways, of course, relieves the crowding. How¬ 
ever, the comparison is startling enough to 
make us wonder what is going to happen if 
the increase in population is faster than the 
proce.ss of becoming air-minded.
